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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 28-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as obvious over Bortun et al '1 75. No distinction is 
seen between the process and product disclosed by Bortun et al '175, and that recited 
in claims 28-50. Bortun et al '1 75 disclose the preparation of zirconium phosphate with 
an exfoliated structure by heating hydrous zirconium phosphate in the presence of 
sodium phosphate, and subsequently adding an acid. (See col. 4, line 5 to col. 5, line 
24, particularly the paragragh bridging columns 4 and 5.) The zirconium phosphate 
formed according to the process of Bortun et al '175 would inherently have a content of 
organic compounds of at most 1000 ppm, since the process disclosed by Bortun et al 
'175 is identical to applicants'. Regarding claims 36 and 47, Bortun et al '175 disclose at 
col. 4, lines 50-64 that soluble silica should be present in the reaction mixture. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 42-46 and 48-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. It is indefinite as to whether the products of 
these method claims are required to contain the limitations of the product claims to 
which these method claims refer, since there are no positive limitations in the claims 
which would require such product limitations. 

The other references are made of record for disclosing various zirconium 
phosphates and methods for their production.
